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Proposed  tenure  policy  raises  new  controversy 


Objections  to  changes  madt  by  the  Missoun  Soijthern  Board  of  Regents 
to  promotion  and  tenure  policies,  sent  them  by  the  Faculty  Senate,  center 
mainly  on  the  new  tenure  policy  The  two  areas  of  that  policy  that  have 
received  the  most  criticism  are  the  sections  dealing  with  a  proposed 
review  of  tenure  and  the  lack  of  due  process  can  tuned  in  the  tenure 
Besicdlly  the  review  of  tenure  slates  that  "the  alf<oilege  prom ol ion  com* 
mittee  shall  review  the  tenure  granted  to  each  faculty  member  an  a 
periodic  schedule  not  to  exceed  five  years  between  reviews " 

"Over  halt  of  the  responses  dealt  with  the  review  of  tenure "  said  John 
Tiede.  chairman  ol  the  Committee  on  Committees  which  was  charged  with 
recerving  faculty  response  to  the  proposed  ociKies 
He  continued. "They  felt  that  it  was  not  really  tenure.  iust  a  five  year  corv 
tract " 

In  an  earlier  edition  of  The  Chart.  Dr  Henry  Harder,  associate  professor 
of  English,  stated  that  "the  sectiort  on  review  of  tenure,  in  effect,  abolishes 
tenure  at  Missouri  Southern  It  substitutes  the  awarding  of  a  five  year  con¬ 
tract  .  the  terms  of  which  would  treat  faculty  members  as  m  a  probationary 


status  Therefore  at  Missouri  Southern,  we  would  be  iifet  me  probationafY 
faculty  ’ 

At  the  end  of  the  1978  spring  semester,  the  general  faculty  approved 
and  sent  to  the  regents  proposed  new  policies  of  ten  are  and  promot  lon  A 
three  person  sub-committee  of  the  regents  eumined  the  pdrcy  and  made 
changes  On  this  committee  were  Glen  Wilson.  Carolyn  McKee,  and  Ray  W 
Grace 

The  review  of  tenure  section  was  not  included  m  proposals  sent  to  the 
regents  by  the  Faculty  Senate  And  the  new  pobcy  has  been  met  wrth  much 
critictsm  by  the  faculty  One  of  the  major  QuHt>ons  is  the  lack  of  due- 
process 

"t  think  people  are  assuming  tehdt  tf  insiead  of  what  has  been/'  sad 


Jerry  We  Is,  president  of  the  Board  of  Regents  "If  a  faculty  member  has 
one  bad  year,  we're  not  gomg  to  spring  a  trap  on  them  That  would  cause 
bad  rrorafe. 

'The  subcommittee  studied  the  proposals  line  by  line.  They  looked  to 
see  what  other  colleges  had  done "  Wells  continued/*  And  the  other  eel- 
leges  were  going  to  a  review  of  tenure  ” 

Wells  contmued  to  talk  of  formulating  such  a  policy  as  review  of 
tenure. "It  gets  back  to  the  problem  of  what  is  reasonable  and  what  is 
workable  One  feels  that  it  should  be  subiective  rather  than  objective." 

Another  area  that  was  changed  by  the  regents  was  the  dale  for  termina¬ 
tion  of  probationary  appointments  In  the  proposals  that  were  constructed

Possible  nuclear  plant  disaster  real  to  student

Maybe  now  more  than  interested 
physics  and  soence  teachers  wiu 
listen  to  Terry  Johnston 
The  26-year-old  Missouri  Southern 
sophomore  spent  October.  1976.  to 
October.  1977.  at  Surry  Nuclear 
Power  Station  in  Surry,  Va 
As  a  health  physical  tectmiaan, 
John  Sion's  job  was  to  monitor  the 
plant  for  contamirution  and  radiation 
and  to  provide  a  means  of  disposal  ol 
the  plant's  waste 


HE  CAME  TO  THE  JOB  Irom  a  five 
year  stmt  m  the  Navy,  where  he 
worked  on  nuclear  submarines 

"I  couldn't  believe  the  waste  and 
incompetence  of  the  workers  at 
Surry,"  he  said 

"Maybe  I  shouldn't  have  compared 
It  to  the  Navy,  but  civilian  nuclear 
plants,  or  at  least  the  one  i  was  at. 
are  there  to  make  money,  and  that 
alone " 

JOHNSTON.  WHO  CAME  back  to 
Missouri  to  finish  college,  sad  that 
(he  health  department,  the  watch¬ 


dogs  of  safely,  was  ncl  a  favorite  c' 
the  management 

"Since  they  were  m  business  to 
make  money.  aHhough  it's  a  powerful 
business  that  deals  with  a  lot  of 
human  lives  they  didn't  like  to  be 
tofd  they  had  to  do  things  a  certam 
way 

"In  fact,  we  lost  them  money 
sometimes  That's  not  the  way  they 
preferred  to  vpork."  he  said

JOHNSTON  SAID  workers,  to  keep 
the  plant  running  smoothly,  would 
sometimes  expose  themselves  to 
dangerous  levels  of  radiat«n 

And  althci^h  vrorkers  were  con¬ 
tinually  advised  about  certain 
restricted  areas  where  radiation  was 
high  enough  to  require  special 
dothmg  lor  anyone  venturing  there 
mere  were  stin  cases  of  overet- 
Cosure 

"It  we  weren't  there  to  watch,  a 
worker  would  jump  over  a  lir>e. 
charge  a  valve,  or  whatever,  and 
jump  back  again.  aH  without  benefit 
of  protective  clothing.''  he  said 

As  an  added  measure  to  protect 
against  overexposure  to  radiaton. 
workers  wore  neutron  film  badges, 
carried  two  crystals  that  were  af 
fected  by  any  gamma  or  beta  radia- 
i«n  and  also  toted  dosimeters. 
pocket-Sited  recorders  that  were 
checked  monthly  tor  overt  radiation 

"THAT  WAS  OUR  WAY  of  making 
sure  no  on«  was  cheat  i  ng  and  getting 
too  much  radiation  Sometimes,  that 
was  the  only  way  we  could  tell."  he 
sa'd 

The  safety  level  for  workers  at 
Surry  was  set  at  12  rems  per  year,  or 
three  rems  of  radiation  per  quarter 

According  to  Johnston,  a  rem  is  a 
small  amount  of  radiation  and  may  be 
picked  up  quickly,  considenng  some 
areasof  a  nuclear  power  plant  emit  1 
million  rems  an  hour. 

’  We  had  a  tot  of  people  who  would 
reach  their  quota  every  quarter 
When  that  happened,  (he  wxker 
CDuidn't  return  to  the  primary  part  of 
the  reactor/* 

OAI LY  SU  R  VEY5  were  m  ade  of  th  e 
Surry  primary  system,  but  Johnston 
said  the  secondary  system  was  net 
checked  as  often 

'  The  only  way  we  Knew  if  someone 
was  carrying  radiation  around  m 
secondary  was  it  we  took  the  in¬ 
itiative  to  checker  our  own. 


"There  were  no  checkpoints  there 
to  prevent  people  from  walking  out 
With  radioactive  materials  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  theK  shoes."  he  said 
Even  when  a  leak  was  discovered, 
according  to  Johnston,  management 
was  hesitant  about  ciosmg  the  plant 

’  WE  WERE  TOLD  that  every  day 
we  were  closed  it  cost  SIO.OOO 
"II  was  frustrating  when  the 
leaders  of  the  company  weren't 
safety -CDhsciQ  us  at  all " 

The  management  was  not  alone  in 
their  reluctance  to  shut  a  plant  down 
lx  safety  reasons  Johnston  said 
even  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Com¬ 
mission  balked  at  a  closing 
"Once  I  took  an  inspector  through 
the  plant  to  see  the  leaks 
"He  walked  right  over  some 
radioactive  water,  straight  to  a  place 
we  had  sectioned  off 

"ALL  HE  COULD  SAY  is  that  we 
needed  another  sign  lor  (he  area  we 
had  roped  oh 

"Not  a  word  about  the  water  he'd 
iust  walked  through.  Now.  that  may 
be  an  isolated  instance,  but  from 
talking  with  other  safety  people.  I 
think  not."  he  said. 

Much  of  the  leakage  and  accidental 
overexposure  to  radiation  could  be 
avoided,  according  to  Johnson,  if 
managers  learned  from  past 
mistakes 

"We  saw  at  Virginia  that  the  waste 
storage  tanks  were  too  small. 

"THE  THING  TO  DO  is  build  more 
tanks,  rather  than  try  and  get  by 
"Instead.  I  saw  some  liquid  radia¬ 
tion  emptied  out  onto  a  basement 
floor,  to  keep  the  plant  running  at 
100  percent  level,'*  he  sard. 

liquid  waste  was  only  one  type  of 
radioactive  materiat  disposed  of  im¬ 
properly  at  Surry,  according  to  the 
sophomore  engineering  mapr.

And  it  doesn't  look  very 
good  But  will  they  have  learned  from  the  Three  Mile  Island  in¬ 
cident  (hat  It's  not  worth  the  paranoia— the  ever  pervasive 
fear  of  disaster^  No  The  chances  are  that  b^use  govern¬ 
ment  has  its  hands  tied  by  a  public  pressing  for  more  energy 
and  the  corporations  owning  everything,  including  patents  to 
make  use  of  the  sun.  that  nothing  will  change  Not  even 
should  radiation  leak  out  and  thousands  of  fives  te  put  on  the 
line. 

Awesome  enough  is  the  secrecy,  the  whispering,  the  dosed 
meetings  and  top  level  information  concerning  the  issue  to 
subside  the  common  sense  of  a  foreseeable  conflict .  And  will  it 
indeed  be  a  nuclear  accident  when  it  occurs^  How  can  anyone 
use  a  dangerous  substance  and  when  luck  runs  out  it 
becomes  an  accident? 

Think  of  all  the  times  government  or  corporations  have 
done  something  that  generations  afterwards  were  made 
public,  unintentionally,  and  it  was  found  to  be  immoral  or  il¬ 
legal  Then  ponder  as  to  whether  we  know  or  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  know  everything  that  happened  in  Penn- 

van  Id  There's  a  myriad  of  questions  to  be  answered  with 
the  response  bemg  a  predictable  "Everything's  fine  now.  and 
(here's  no  need  to  worry " 

Is  it  government's  fault  ?  Corporations'  fault?  None  of  these, 
The  buck  IS  passed  to  each  and  every  citizen  who  finds  use  of 
an  air  conditioner  this  summer  more  important  than  the 
health  of  their  children.  It's  the  fault  of  every  person  who 
heard  their  local  nuclear  plant  was  unsafe  but  let  it  go  by 
without  a  letter  to  their  congresspersons  or  the  corporation, 
ft's  the  fault  of  every  American  who  would  rather  risk  the  next 
generation  than  get  involved  today. 

The  powers  that  be  know  there  are  other  sources  of  energy 
not  being  investigated  and  invested  rn  as  much  as  nuclear 
power  p  Ian  ts .  But  t  hen  there 's  also  big  money  in  on  e  co  m  pa  ny 
controlling  all  the  energy  needed  by  everyone  rather  than 
several  companies  marketing  items,  such  as  those  for  solar 
heating  or  windmill  energy,  and  letting  individuals  control 
their  bills.

Assooetion  was  interested  in  establishing  e  church  on  the  Und 
The  pUn  was  abandoned  and.  as  far  as  Jenmson  Icxrws.  the 
Assertion  h  stiU  the  owner  of  the  cemetery 

A  drrve  to  restore  Peace  Church  Cemetery  was  spearheaded  by 
Lili  le  Johnson  Oeer  of  Cert  Junction .  On  May  3b,  1 9S7.  a  memonai 
gate  was  erected  m  honor  of  Robert  Jesse  Dale.  However,  a  conti- 
nu  ng  mainteriance  fund  could  be  estabfitf>ed  and  the  grounds 
returned  to  a  natural  state 

Burials  still  go  on  in  Peace  Church  Cemetery.  A  famous  Joplin 
desperado.  Wiliam  Cook  is  buned  there  m  an  unmarked 
rave 

Cofieen  Belk.  a  local  histonan.  catts  Peace  Churdt  Cemetery  five 
acres  of  heartbreak.  "People  buned  their  loved  ones  and  tned  to 
mark  thei'^  graves  with  ar^thing  they  could."  she  said  There  are 
markers  Of  wood,  field  storres  with  hand  chiseled  lettering  and 
some  of  marble 

Many  of  the  oldest  stones  have  been  vandat«ed  Some  have 
been  compietety  destroyed  by  both  vandals  and  natural  causes. 
The  concrete  block  memooal  gate  is  pocked  with  holes.  There  is  no

To  aid  m  traatment  doctors  divida 
depressive  iNnesses  into  three  mam 
categories  The  mildest  and  most 
common  form  is  the  neurotic  or  reac¬ 
tive  depressen  wh<h  can  sometimes 
be  traced  to  a  preciptaimg  event 
such  as  death  or  divorce 


ENDOGENOUS  DEPRESSION  iS  a 
more  serious  form  and  arises  from 
withm  the  patient  and  can't  be 
traced  to  a  specific  inc*dent  It  is 
charactarited  by  earfy  morning 
awakenuig.  loss  of  appetite,  weight 
loss,  and  lack  of  interest  m  everyday 
life  Extreme  withdrawal  or  periods 
of  agilat^  activity  may  accompany 
this  type  of  depressen 

A  third  type  IS  Kr>ow  as  a  manic 
depressive  slate  or  bipolar  depres¬ 
sion  It  features  wide  swings  m  mood 
from  the  depths  of  despair  to  a

Running  a  large  (armmg  operatich 
and  a  county  government  would  be 
too  much  for  most  people 
for  Hayden  k4organ,  g  isn't 
Morgan,  presiding  fudge  of  the 
Vernon  county  court,  wwghl  seen 
idealisiic  and  poktieeily  naive  to  a 
stranger  talking  wrth  him  for  the  first 
time 

Those  who  know  him  end  work 
wilh  him  describe  him  as  an  excep¬ 
tionally  candid  public  official  with  an 
all  (00  rare  sense  of  responsibility 
and  commitment  to  the  residtnts  of 
hi$  counly 

THE  FORMER  three-term  state 
legislator  has  a  poiitxil  savvy  and  a 
way  of  working  with  the  other  ludges. 
counly  officuts  and  people  ol  fhe 
county  that  many  vrouid  desenba  as 
lust  smart  poittics 
For  Morgan,  this  rapport,  hrs  can¬ 
dor  and  his  careful  handling  of  tax¬ 
payers'  money  are  ail  mtegraf  parts 
of  the  man  They  run  as  deep  m  him 
as  any  basic  value  or  feeling  ol  duty 
in  any  one  else 

Morgan  refuses  lo  draw  com 
perisons  with  the  lawmakingandfun- 
c  mg  role  of  the  state  legislature  and 


the  administrative  re*e  of  the  county 
court,  but  firmly  believes  his 
legislative  experience  has  made  his 
first  90  days  on  the  county  court 
easior 


"I  HAVE  A  GENERAL  feeling  of 
government."  he  said,  "and  it  has 
made  ma  more  aware  When  t  was 
in  the  legislature  I  wasn't  as  aware  of 
the  problems  facing  couni«s  " 

"f  have  great  respect  for 
ifgislitors"  he  added,  'They're 
besicilly  a  good,  honest  bun^  " 
Obsess  say  Morgan's  strongest 
areas  are  keep  ng  the  county  budget 
under  control  and  keeping  the  public 
informed  and  involved 
'  My  goals  for  the  court."  he  said 
"are  a  snwih  systematic  operation 
of  goverment  to  provide  the  best 
services  as  we  can  (or  the  money  a  no 
to  continue  to  mform  the  people  and 
to  seek  input  from  them  " 

MORGAN  SAID  the  court  will  do 
everythmg  possible  not  to  have 
deficit  spending 

One  of  the  big  problems  the  court 
faces  IS  state  maridaled  reassess¬ 
ment  of  property  in  the  county,  or 
"equalization"  as  Morgan  caved  it. 

He  said,  "We  (the  county)  just

Dunng  hts  terms  m  Jefferson  Oty, 
he  sent  frequent  news  releases  to 
the  r>ewspapers  that  covert  his 
distnct  The  releases  mduded  copies 
of  ah  his  expense  vouchars,  which 
averaged  about  20  percent  of  the 
amount  iiloted  each  legislator  for 
travel  end  office  expenses 

He  else  sponsored  the  "Morgan 
M",  a  newpaper  poll  where  people 
in  the  district  were  esked  to  respond 
to  e  series  of  questions  on  how  they 
felt  about  biHs  that  were  coming 
before  the  legislators

Morgan  and  one  of  his  eons,  Sam, 
raise  livestock  end  gram  on  680 
acres  southwest  ot  Nevada  Morgan 
and  his  Wife  Jennie  have  another 
son,  John,  ihd  e  daughter,  Linda. 

"I  qu^  the  legislature  beause  i 
wanted  to  be  home,"  he  sad,  "In  the 
legislature,  the  wHe  raises  the 
kids  she  has  to  put  up  wrth  so 
much  " 

HE  DID  ADMFT  that,  "I've  never 
been  much  of  a  joiner  or  a  goer  either 
one." 

His  activities  outside  (he  county 
court  revolve  eround  his  term,  the 
Extension  Council,  end  First 
Rresbytar^n  Church,  where  he  is  e 
ruling  elder  and  the  church  sch^ 
superintendent. 

"Sure  It  takes  time."  he  said  about 
his  povtion  on  the  court,  "but  it 
keeps  me  involved  with  the  com¬ 
munity  and  other  people  which  f  real- 
ly  enjoy."
